Everything you ever wanted to know about 
William and Kate’s wedding site, Westminster Abbey 


Mark your calendars, royalty watchers. The marriage of Prince William and Kate Middleton 
has been announced for April 29! Here are a few facts about Westminster Abbey in London, 
where the ceremony will take place, reuters 


□ The Abbey became a 
popular venue for royal 
weddings when Princess Patricia 
of Connaught chose it for her 
marriage to the Honorable 
Alexander Ramsay in 1919. It was 
the first time in 650 years that the 
Abbey had been used for a royal 
wedding. 

Although St. Paul’s Cathedral 
was the venue for the 
wedding of Prince Charles to Lady 
Diana Spencer in 1981, Westminster 
Abbey was the venue for the 
funeral service of Diana in 
September 1997, just days after she 
was killed in a car crash in Paris. 




Around 960 A.D., Dunstan, 
Bishop of London, estab- 
lished a group of Benedictine 
monks on “Thorney Island,” an 
isolated marshy area of land on 
the banks of the River Thames. 

Edward the Confessor built a 
new church on the site, 
which was consecrated in 1065. 
Edward died a few days after the 
consecration, was buried in the 
Abbey and later made a saint. 


Henry III pulled down the 
whole church in 1245 (except 
the nave) and replaced it with the 
present Abbey in the pointed 
Gothic style of the period. 

Since William the Conqueror, 
every English sovereign has 
been crowned in the Abbey with 
the exception of Edward V and 
every British sovereign since the 
union of the English and Scottish 







Crowns in 1603, with the exception 
of Edward VIII. 

Edward V was deposed and 
probably murdered by his 
uncle, Richard III. Edward VIII 
abdicated to marry American 
divorcee Wallis Simpson. Many 
kings and queens are buried near 
the shrine of Edward the 
Confessor or in Henry VM’s chapel. 

The last sovereign to be 
buried in the Abbey was 
George II (died 1760); since then 
they have been buried at Windsor 
Castle. 

The Abbey is crowded with 
the tombs and memorials of 
famous British subjects, including 
Isaac Newton, David Livingstone 
and Ernest Rutherford. 

Part of the south transept (or 
wing) is known as Poets’ 
Corner and includes the tombs of 
Geoffrey Chaucer, Ben Jonson 
(who was buried upright), John 
Dryden, Robert Browning and 
many others.

Quinn, Brady break 
bread at Chicago deli

There was no beer but plenty of beef Tues- 
day as Democratic Gov. Quinn and Repub- 
lican challenger Bill Brady sought to bury 
the hatchet over sandwiches at a popular 
Chicago deli. 

The lunch date came three weeks after 
Quinn squeaked out a 20,ooo-vote victory 
in a contentious campaign for governor 
marked by personal and political attacks. 


The meeting was modeled after a sit-down 
over beers at the Billy Goat Tavern by Re- 
publican U.S. Sen.-elect Mark Kirk and 
Democratic challenger Alexi Giannoulias. 

“I think the great thing about our coun- 
try and definitely our state is you can have 
a robust contest for elected office, but 
when the election’s over ... people can still 
be civil and decent,” Quinn said afterward. 

While the rivals exchanged pleasantries 
over mammoth corned beef sandwiches 
and potato pancakes, they didn’t put aside 
all their differences— namely whether Illi- 
nois needs an income tax increase to help 


solve the state’s worsening budget problem. 

“The governor and I have agreed to dis- 
agree,” Brady said. “I continue to believe 
that we over-tax Illinois businesses and 
families. He believes there is room within 
Illinois’ economy for a tax increase.” 

Brady said he doesn’t think there’s an 
appetite among lawmakers for a tax hike, 
though the state senator didn’t leave hungry 

“It was a nice conversation,” Brady said. 
“It was particularly nice that he bought 
lunch.” 

Quinn, known for his thrift, held the 
yellow receipt aloft as proof

Behind 
Goose 
Island’s 
$45 brew

Go ahead and get the double take out of 
the way: The beer that Goose Island is 
releasing Friday costs nearly $45 a bottle. 
Yes, you read right. Close to $45. Per bot- 
tle. Good thing it’s a 22-ounce bottle. 

Eagerly anticipated by beer geeks for 
months. Rare Bourbon County Brand 
Stout will be available at 9 a.m. at Binny’s 
Lincoln Park location in bottles and on 
draft at 10 a.m. at the Goose Island Brew 
Pub on Clybourn Avenue. Those are the 
only two places you’ll find it through the 
weekend; next Monday, it will be on liquor 
store shelves throughout the city 

But probably not for long. Most observ- 
ers expect all 940 cases— more than 11,000 
bottles that will be sent to Goose’s 18-state 
distribution network— to be sold within 
a couple of weeks. Binny’s beer manager 
Adam Vavrick said customers have been 
asking about the beer for eight months. 

“I don’t it anticipate it will last more 
than that day” Vavrick said. 

So what exactly is BCS Rare (as the 
Goose folks call it)? The Rare is simply an 
aged version of the already widely-avail- 
able Bourbon County Brand Stout. Two 
things make this version different: It has 
been aged for two years (nearly three times 
as long as the regular stuff) and in barrels 
that previously spent 23 years aging Pappy 
Van Winkle’s bourbon (a significant up- 
grade from the Heaven Hill barrels Goose 
usually uses). 

It makes for a profoundly dark and rich 
beer with 25 years of booze-making behind it. 

“These barrels started life in 1985,” 
Goose Island brew master Greg Hall said. 
“It’s funny to think what we were doing in 
1985. Reagan was starting his second term. 
The Bears won the Super Bowl. I was a 
freshman at Iowa. And it was three years 
before Goose Island opened.” 
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Police search for clues In officer’s death

Even at 45, David Blake was a neighborhood 
kid to the Beverly residents who watched him 
grow from a quiet youth who loved playing 
football into a member of an elite Chicago 
police unit. 

On Tuesday residents and friends mourned 
Blake’s death as his police colleagues tried 
to figure out what happened on the quiet, 
dead-end street where the 15-year veteran was 


killed Monday night while off-duty 

Blake was found fatally shot Monday eve- 
ning inside his SUV, a cigarette still dangling 
from his mouth, sources said. The vehicle was 
parked in the 2900 block of West Seipp Street 
in Ashburn, nearly three miles from his boy- 
hood home in Beverly and about four miles 
from his current residence. 

Police were called to the block after several 
residents heard a volley of shots. 


Blake had been shot multiple times, ac- 
cording to the Cook County medical exam- 
iner’s office. He was believed to have been 
shot from inside the vehicle, sources said; all 
its windows were rolled up. Blake’s wallet and 
service weapon also were recovered, leading 
investigators to think robbery was unlikely 
It was not immediately clear why Blake was 
targeted or why he was even on the block. 
Police were saying little about the investiga- 


tion Tuesday beyond a statement from Super- 
intendent Jody Weis in the morning. 

“We’ve done this too many times this year, 
and it’s with a great deal of sadness that once 
again I stand before you announcing the 
death of a Chicago police officer,” Weis said. 

Blake was the fourth officer to be fatally 
shot while off-duty since May A fifth officer 
was killed in a car crash while responding to a 
burglary call in February

A man was shot to death as he tried to help a woman 
being robbed of her purse on the West Side on Monday 
evening, police say 

Bobby Butler, 55, was shot in the abdomen just be- 
fore 6 p.m. Monday in Lawndale and was pronounced 
dead at 7:55 p.m., according to the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office. 

Officials had identified the victim as Bobie Butler, 
but public records indicate he went by “Bobby” 

Butler had come to the aid of a 26 -year-old woman 
who was being robbed at gunpoint in the 2100 block 
of South Millard Avenue, according to Chicago Police 


News Affairs Officer Daniel O’Brien. 

A Fire Department spokesman said Butler was taken 
to the hospital from the 1800 block of South Drake Av- 
enue. 

The woman had walked from a nearby “F’ stop to her 
car and was about to get in when she was confronted by 
a man about 25-30 years old who threatened her with a 
gun, according to a police report. 

Butler saw what was going on, came up to the rob- 
ber, tried to stop him and was shot, according to the 
report. 

The robber ran away 

The woman was unharmed, according to police. 


Chico gets 
a boost In

Gery Chico’s mayoral campaign got 
some help Tuesday when he got the 
backing of Paul VaUas, his onetime 
partner in revamping Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools. 

Standing outside the Orozco 
School in Pilsen, a school built when 
the duo ran the city’s school system, 
Valias said Chico is most prepared to 
tackle the tough job of mayor. 

“This election has got to be about 
who is ready from Day i to run 
this city,” Valias said. “There is no 
one more familiar with this city its 
neighborhoods, its city council, its 
government, its politics, its issues, 
than Gery Chico.” 

Several blocks west, mayoral can- 
didate U.S. Rep. Danny Davis said 
opponent Rahm Emanuel does not 
fit the residency requirements to 
run for Chicago mayor because un- 
til recently he worked as President 
Obama’s White House chief of staff 
in Washington. 

“Based upon what I have read, I 
have not seen anything that would 
suggest to me that he meets the re- 
quirements of the law,” Davis said. 
The law requires candidates to have 
lived in Chicago for a year before the 
Feb. 22 election. 

Emanuel insists he qualifies, in 
part, because he still owns a home in

WASHINGTON The U.S. urged restraint 
Tuesday following a North Korean 
artillery attaclc on South Korea and vowed 
to forge a “measured and unified” response 
with major powers, including China. 

North Korea fired several dozen artillery 
shells at a South Korean island in one of the 
heaviest bombardments of the South since 
the Korean War ended in 1953, sharply in- 
creasing tensions on the divided peninsula. 

South Korea warned North Korea of 
“enormous retaliation” if it toolc more ag- 
gressive steps. But the U.S., which has about 
28,000 troops stationed in South Korea, 
played down the chances of any immediate 


U.S. military action to deter the reclusive 
state. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates and 
South Korean Defense Minister Kim Tae- 
young agreed to coordinate any response 
to the North Korean action, the Pentagon 
said, adding that Gates expressed his ap- 
preciation for the “restraint shown to date.” 

The U.S. labeled the attaclc a violation 
of the armistice agreement that ended the 
1950-53 Korean War, as it did North Korea’s 
March attaclc on a South Korean warship 
that Icilled 46 South Korean sailors. 

But State Department spolcesman Mark 
Toner said the U.S. was seeking a unified 


diplomatic front with North Korea’s neigh- 
bors, including China, Pyongyang’s sole re- 
maining major backer, which has in the past 
resisted international efforts to get tough 
with its isolated ally 

“We’re going to take a measured and uni- 
fied approach,” said Toner, adding, “We’re 
not going to respond willy nilly ” 

The White House condemned the at- 
tack. President Obama was awoken at 
3:55 a.m. for an emergency briefing and was 
outraged over the strike, the White House 
said. He was due to speak with South Kore- 
an President Lee Myung-bak, White House 
spokesman Bill Burton said.

Former Metromix Rock ’n’ Vote 
winners hit the big time with 
chiptune-powered pop 

If Fred Savage’s video game-obsessed character in the 1989 
film “The Wizard” had grown up and started a band, it 
might sound something like Chicago’s I Fight Dragons. 

Blending power pop and chip tune— a genre of beats cre- 
ated using vintage video game sound cards — the 2-year-old 
crew crafts melodic tunes that sound something like Fall 
Out Boy rocking out in King Koopa’s realm. Reached by 
phone at his home in Evanston before the group’s release 
show at Metro for new EP “Welcome to the Break- 
down,” 26 -year-old founder and Glenview native 
Brian Mazzaferri discussed his early obsession with 
video games, how signing to a major label has altered 
his control-freak tendencies (the band inked with At- 
lantic/Photo Finish in February) and what it meant to 
win Metromix’s local band contest Rock ’n’ Vote in 2009. 


It’s been about a year and a half since you won Metromix 
Rock *n* Vote. Are you going to remember us when you 
give that first Grammy speech? 

[Laughs.] Definitely. “And to the Rock ‘n’ Vote voters, this is 
what your text message bought you.” It’s funny to say that, 
but that was a really big milestone for us in our first year 
together as a band. When people were trying to start our 
Wikipedia page in 2009 and other people were trying to 
stop them, that was one of the rallying cries. Should these 
people even have a Wikipedia page? One of the big argu- 
ments by the people that said we should was that we had 
won this contest. 


Did you grow up piaying video 
games? 

Yes. When I was a baby, my dad sat me 
in front of the Atari and just left me to 
play with it. But I was a kid and I didn’t 
understand what I was supposed to do, 
so I ended up chewing on the controller. 
He took it away for a year or two until I 
could understand what was going on. 

Was there a particular game 
soundtrack that inspired this musical 
direction? 

Before I Fight Dragons, I was more of 
an acoustic singer-songwriter. I was 


working on some songs, and kind of 
on a whim I was like, “What if the intro 
sounded like it was a Nintendo version of 
the song?” [Bandmate] Bill [Prokopow] 
and I went and played a bunch of “Super 
Mario Brothers 3,” listened to the actual 
sounds being made and mocked it up. 
Then I did some research and discovered 
there was this whole scene with people 
specifically making chiptune. 

Did you ever have any concerns about 
copyright infringement? 

Well, even from the beginning we 
were very conscious [about copyright

infringement]. We don’t use samples. There are 
no melodies taken from pre-existing works. All of 
the chiptune we do is composed by us. The main 
tool we use these days is my original Game Boy. 
There’s a program called Little Sound DJ that basi- 
cally lets you use your Game Boy as sequencer 
and synthesizer. That’s how I program most of our 
chiptune. 

You mentioned being a bit of a control freak. 
With the label assisting with things like the 
band’s e-mail list, which you used to manage, 
have you had to find other outlets for those 
tendencies? 

It was always really tough maintaining a balance 
between making music and handling the business 
part. During that first year especially, the business 
part often won. I’m still involved on that end, but 
I’m not spending all my time on it. On the other 
hand, we need tons and tons of new songs. And 
not only new songs, but the best songs we’ve ever 
written. I’ve written over 50 songs for the album. 
That’s where the control-freak thing has come out. 

Where are you in terms of the full-length 
album? 

Really close in terms of writing. We’re 95 percent 
of the way there with the songs. Hopefully we’ll be 
recording right after the holidays. Optimistically, 
we’d like to have it out in the spring, but probably 
no later than summer. 

Give me the plot synopsis for *1 Fight Dragons: 
The Video Game.” 

[Laughs.] Yes! I suppose it would be [five] early cy- 
borgs that were deposited on Earth and implanted 
with human back stories in order to conquer the 
evil, anti-art masses of the larger music indus- 
try and to release their shining power pop on the 
world.

Mitchell Fain taiks 
Sedaris’ ‘Santaland 
Diaries/ sweaty tights 
and the holidays

Portraying a department store Christmas elf 
in the thick of the holiday season may seem 
like a bit of a departure for an actor with roots 
in Shakespeare productions, but it’s not unfa- 
miliar territory for Mitchell Fain. Boldly go- 
ing where others may fear to tread, Fain, 44, 
also has portrayed a dying Dalmatian, three 
dead gay poets, a petulant dictator and a killer 
cheerleader. The Rhode Island native danced 
naked onstage at the Dance Chicago festival 
and most recently performed with The Sec- 
ond City Touring Company on a cruise ship. 
At age 30, he learned acrobatics to become an 
ensemble member with The Midnight Cir- 
cus, and these days Fain co-hosts the Windy 
City Queercast in his spare time. 

Now Fain dons a pair of striped tights to 
star in Theater Wit’s “The Santaland Diaries,” 
David Sedaris’ humorous solo show about 
failed attempts to maintain dignity while 
working as a department store Christmas elf 
named Crumpet. We called Fain during re- 


hearsals to catch up. 

How does playing Crumpet affect your view 
of the holidays? 

I was raised Jewish [laughs] in a very Catholic 
town, so I got to enjoy Christmas from the 
outside. I’m actually very un-cynical about the 
season because no one expects me to be any- 
where. Like a good Jew, I go to a Chinese res- 
taurant and I go see a movie in the afternoon. 
And if there’s a Barbra Streisand movie open- 
ing, that’s like double-Christmas. 

[Performing in “Santaland”] gives me a pur- 
pose during the holidays. It can be a cynical 
show, but there’s nothing better than making 
people laugh. 

Where do you buy Crumpet’s tights? 

The costume designer orders them online 
from, like, Tights ’R Us. [Laughs.] That’s not 
what it’s called, but it’s something like that 
where they specialize in wacky tights. I al- 
ways have to have four or five pair because 
a. it’s a little sweaty, and b. I tend to put runs 
in them, because you know, being a boy, I 
haven’t learned how to put them on gracefully. 
[Laughs.] 

What’s the worst real-life job you’ve ever 
had? 

I always joke that I’m the only actor I know 
who’s never waited tables. I’ve actually been 


really lucky with the side jobs. But when I first 
moved to Chicago, I got a job doing telemarket- 
ing. They train me for about half an hour, I take 
two calls and then I say to the manager, “Hey, 
listen, I’m just going to grab a quick cigarette 
and come back in.” And I never came back. 
[Laughs.] 

You’ve been able to give up the side jobs. 
What makes Chicago such a good place for 
actors? 

In other cities, like New York, it’s so expensive 
that you’re working a million hours a week just 
to pay for your apartment, and it’s hard to have 
the space and freedom to explore and take 
classes. In Chicago, it’s easier to live as an art- 
ist. People in Chicago go to see local theater 
and dance and music. It feels like a community 
here. 

What’s up next for you? 

I close “Santaland” on New Year’s Eve, and 
then the next morning, I fly to Kentucky to 
do a “Best of Second City” show at the Actors 
Theater of Louisville for a month. The director 
is the guru, the master here in Chicago: Mick 
Napier from The Annoyance Theater. I’m really, 
really excited about it.

Christina Aguiiera hopes ‘Buriesque’ jaunt boosts sagging career after rough year

A few paparazzi were loitering on the hot con- 
crete outside Chelsea Handler’s talk show studio 
in West L.A. last week, waiting for Christina Agu- 
ilera to emerge so they could take her picture. But 
they weren’t sure their idling would pay off 

“Her walking with a coffee cup is basically 
worth nothing,” said Bobby Rachpoot, a pho- 
tographer for Bauer Griffin. “Unless she is with 
a new boyfriend. That would be like $100,000.” 

In the wake of a tough year, it seems Aguilera’s 
stock has plummeted. More than a decade ago, 
she became one of the biggest names in pop 
music and since has sold more than 16 million 
albums in the U.S. and won five Grammy awards. 
But the 29 -year-old’s fourth English-language 
studio album, “Bionic,” debuted in June to 
mixed reviews. And last month, Aguilera filed 
for divorce from her husband of five years, music 
producer Jordan Bratman, with whom she has a 
2-year-old son. 

Now, though, Hollywood is giving Aguilera a 
chance to be the comeback kid. She makes her 
acting debut in “Burlesque,” opening Wednesday 
If the PG-13 musical in which she stars opposite 
Oscar winner Cher hits big, it could catapult her 
the way “The Bodyguard” did Whitney Hous- 
ton. But if it flops, a la Mariah Carey’s disastrous 
2001 turn in “Glitter,” it may further tarnish her 
once-flourishing career. 

In the film, Aguilera plays Ali, a wide-eyed 
Midwest transplant with Hollywood dreams. 
When she arrives in L.A., she stumbles upon a

Sunset Strip burlesque club, where she is taken 
in by owner Tess (Cher) and becomes the star 
of a song-and-dance show The movie is a cus- 
tom-built showcase for the singer, with a hand- 
ful of flashy musical numbers that play to her 
strengths— wailing atop a stage while execut- 
ing taxing choreography Even her look in the 
film— bustiers, fake eyelashes and glittery eye 
shadow— mimics the costumes she sometimes 
dons in concert. 

If Aguilera is worried about being taken seri- 
ously as an actress— or about any of the troubles 
in her life— she hides it well. The singer, who has 
been in the spotlight since she was cast on “The 
New Mickey Mouse Club” at age 12, knows howto 
present a calm countenance in the eye of a storm. 

“With the transitions that are happening in 
my life, I just can’t wait to look forward to the 
future— as an actress, as a mom, as a woman who 
has experienced so much at this point in her 
life,” she said. 

Aguilera puts on a good show, says Steven An- 
tin, the writer-director of “Burlesque.” 

“She’s guarded and hard to get to know at first. 
Not unfriendly, just guarded,” he said. “She’s 
been doing this for a long time, so you need to 
earn it with her.” 

Before Antin’s script came her way, Aguilera 
had been only casually pursuing the idea of tak- 
ing on a film role. 

“It was nothing that I was every night passion- 
ately reading scripts and going through them 
and sweating about it,” she 


said. “I would read them and usually just nothing 
sparked my attention enough.” 

Aguilera admitted to doubts about the career 
move. She was anxious about starring with the 
larger-than-life Cher, of course, but also worried 
about the basics of film: Should she hire an act- 
ing coach? Was it best to look directly into the 
camera while performing musical numbers? 

“In approaching it, I was like, ‘How do I do 
this? Do I memorize the whole thing at once? 
How is this possible? How do people do this all 
the time?’ ” she said, laughing at herself 

Pop stars don’t have the best track records 
on the silver screen. Most famously there was 
Carey’s bomb “Glitter,” followed by another ill- 
advised turn in “Tennessee.” Britney Spears had 
her acting debut (and swan song) with the forget- 
table 2002 road trip movie “Crossroads.” 

“You’ve heard a lot of horror stories,” Aguilera 
acknowledged. ‘And a lot of people don’t make 
successful crossovers. That’s why I think I also 
just really took my time in choosing the right 
thing and not just saying, ‘Hey let me try this just 
to do it and say I did it.’ If you don’t, I think the 
work would suffer and then you’d get written off 
as just another one trying to do something they 
can’t do.” 

As for future film plans, she said “Burlesque” 
gave her the acting bug but admits she struggles 
reading scripts. 

“My attention span is very short for getting 
through them,” she said with a sigh, “so I do 
what I can.”

Mark Wahiberg has done well for himself (in “The 
Departed,” if not “The Happening”). Erstwhile rapper 
Ice-T, who now spends his time huffing and puff- 
ing around “Law & Order: SVU,” delivered a startling 
series of performances in the early ’90s (“New Jack 
City,” “Ricochet,” “Trespass”) and immediately went 
from “rapper-actor” to “actor.”

What flashes of dance there are— sparsely 
sprinkled around a fourth-hand, exhaust- 
ingly obvious plot— get pushed to the side 
once the stage gives way to Ali’s voice, 
which possesses absolutely no evidence 
of a mostly parentless childhood or, uh, 
a life spent being beautiful and talented. 
Only Tucci’s better than OK; most of the 
performances are much worse, particular- 
ly a very out-of-practice Cher, whose big 
performance number features her sitting 
for a while and then standing up. “Black 
Swan” is the movie to see for people who 
want breathtaking dancing. The not-at-all- 
fun “Burlesque” is the one for people who 
wish Christina Aguilera music videos took 
more story advice from “Coyote Ugly”

A surprising thrill ride 



It’s payback time for a seemingly 
invincible man known only as Driver 
(Dwayne Johnson) when he gets out 
of jail and immediately begins mur- 
dering the men responsible for killing 
his brother.

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Sweet wine flavors 
to tempt beginners 

It^s that time of year, when we surround ourselves with family and 
friends to raise a glass and give thanks. For some, the beverage flavor 
of choice might not be wine. 

My first taste of wine definitely was not a pleasurable experience. 
The label on the back of the wine bottle in my parents’ refrigerator 
promised notes of apple, peaches and honey, yet the flavors I tasted 
were a symphony of bitter, sour and dry Blech! 

The restaurant where I worked at the time required all servers to 
attend extensive wine training courses. I sat there in bewilderment as 
my colleagues tasted wine and were able to call out flavors of every- 
thing from blueberries to chocolate and bananas. All I got in my nose 
was the burn from the alcohol. 

Not wanting to give up, I persisted and one day while tasting a glass 
of California chardonnay I picked up clear as a crystal bell the flavors 
of canned Bartlett pears. My ability to hone in on different smells in 
wine did not come immediately and it took the better part of a year 
of swirling and sniffing before I got the hang of it. 

In my early days of wine appreciation I favored fruit- forward selec- 
tions such as red zinfandel, sweet riesling. New Zealand sauvignon 
blanc and Australian shiraz. I found the vibrant flavors in these wines 
were more pleasing to my palate. I have come to appreciate wines with less fruit and more 
acidity and structure, but the riper selections paved the road for me to get to this point. 

Here are four of my suggestions for wine beginners.
